16. Any other Unfinished / New Business

e Brad DeReamer stated that the new fire station was open and that the path from Cyntheanne
Road and Prairie Baptist Road is not corrected. He asked if the new fire station had their
Certificate of Occupancy. He stated that the police department came to Britton Falls to
demonstrate how the FLOCK cameras work. He would like to have an ordinance in place that
all new construction of subdivisions would have to install these cameras due to the increased
theft of construction sites. The HOA would then have to pay the annual fee to maintain
them. He would like the cameras at all entrances and exits of the subdivisions.

e Thereis a huge geese problem near the retention ponds and homeowners are unable to use
the paths by these ponds. He would like to have a 8; rip rock around retention ponds to help
with the geese problem. Geese so not like to walk on the rocks. Selina Stoller suggested
planting the tall grass to help with this issue.

Josh Huser who lives in Avalon stated there are 1129 homes in his subdivision. The must
have 569 residents to show up and vote to meet the quorum requirements. They finally
just met the quorum requirements. He said with a turnout in the last election of 15% of
the voters he appreciates the work on the new ordinance.

Fishers Health Department Update - 2/20/2022

Annual Report
e 2022 annual report due March 31, 2023.

Clinic Services (January 2023)
e 218 patients seen for non-COVID-19 immunizations and tuberculosis (TB) tests. Observing increased demand for
TB tests likely due to availability (walk-ins allowed) and affordability of service at FHD clinic.
553 COVID-19 vaccines administered. Booster uptake 21.3%.

e COVID-19 testing support from Indiana Department of Health ended 12/31/22. Contract for services from
LabCorp signed, testing to resume soon.

¢ Planning for additional services to be added is actively underway.

Community Health Assessment:

e Secondary data collection ongoing, complete for 64/100 indicators on health, built environment, economy,
education, environment, social environment, and transportation.

o Completed analyses of emergency room presentations for mental health and substance use. Hospital system data
analyses ongoing.

Emergency Preparedness:
e Emergency preparedness nurse led on-site clinic for TB testing at area business due to onsite exposure. Tested 44
individuals on-site, notified by mail an additional 58 of exposure with referral to testing services.

Environmental Health & Inspections
e 2023 inspections underway with new grading system in place. Graded 84 facilities to date (81 received letter

grade A). At present, 279 more facilities in process of being inspected and graded. Grades to be posted publicly
on September 30, 2023.

e Making final changes to public facing GIS dashboard for any member of the public to view and access all
facilities and associated inspection reports, grades, etc.

Grants and Funding:
e Environmental Health team awarded two more FDA grants totaling $17,500 to support training and
standardization for department food inspection process.

Health Conditions Under Watch:
o Influenza-like illness remains low after December 2022 peak.
e Reported COVID-19 cases in Fishers remain flat over the last two weeks. CDC Community Level is ‘Low’.
e CDC issued a health advisory for outbreak of drug-resistant bacteria associated with 10 brands of artificial tears.

Mental Health
e Credible Mind launch scheduled for XXX. Platform hosts over 16,000+ self-care resources and evidence-based
interventions to assist individuals with mental health inquiries, needs, assessment and referral, etc.

Open Positions
e Offers accepted for Health Educator and Social Worker positions.
o Health Educator to start full-time at end of May.
o Social Worker starts in role on April 10. Grant funded position through June 30, 2025.
